The Mission Indian Problem. 


Something 
over a hundred 
yours 


ago all Uie beautiful valleys of South- 
ern California were inhabited by tribes 
of aborigines. 
Tbe Franciscan 
Fa- 


thers driven from tlie lower country 
planted 
their 
mission 
along this 


coast, ami soon the Indians 
wero 
as- 


sembled around the churches 
and en- 


gaged in the pursuits of civilized life. 
These natives were 
the'most 
pacific 


und gentle of all the races 
that 
in- 


habited America, and from weak 
and 


defenceless 
savages were soon convert- 


ed to still weaken herdsmen 
and tillers 


of the 
soil. 
The 
neophytes 
ot 
the 


Catholic 
Missions 
yielded 
implicit 


obedience to the good priests who la- 
bored among them, and were 
happy 


and prosperous. 
The rapacious 
Span- 


ish land shark entered their beautiful 
valleys, coveted their possessions, 
and 


the Mexican 
Congress 
expelled 
the 


missionaries 
and confiscated 
the lands 


upon which these 
simple people were 


laboring and on which they had 
cre- 


ated plain but comfortable homes. The 
incoming Anglo Saxons repeated 
on a 


grander scale the wrongs inaugurated 
by the Spaniard, 
an d the Mission 
In- 


dians were soon despoiled 
of all their 


possessions, 
becoming 
wanderers 
and 


beggars, 
and the speedy victims ofthe 


vices of civilized 
life. 
In 
1820 the 


twenty-one missions 
were 
the homes 


of 24,011 
of those neophytes,who 
own- 


ed 214,000 head cf cattle, 
130,000 sheep 


KI.OOO horses and .harvested 
annually 


To.OOO bushels ofgrain. 
Now less than 


0.000 of these natives are left, most of 
them in San Diego county, 
and 
the 


last tribal collection of them has been 
broken up in the 
expulsion 
of the 


Temeculas from the lands upon which 
they have lived for generations, 
the 


estate occupied by 
them 
being 
em- 


braced within a Spanish 
grant which 


has been 
confirmed 
by 
the United 


States authorities. 
The outrages up- 


on these poor Indians has culminated 
in a crowning shame that has attract- 
ed the attention of the 
country, 
and 


now at the last moment the hard heart 
ofthe American people has been touch- 
ed, aud 
we 
begin 
to enquire 
what 


course must be pursued 
to save 
the 


remnants 
of this race from anhilation. 


The laws have left them 
the victims 


of civilized man, and 
their 
silent 


suffering has been heeded 
not. 
With 


the 
tomahawk 
and 
scalping 


knife in 
their 
bands 
they 
would 


have 
long 
since 
been 
heard 
at 


Washington. 
Had 
they 
asserted 


their right arnhl the flames of burning 
dwellings and written their story 
in 


blood, they would not he without 
de- 


fenders. 
But 
peaceful, 
industrious, 


semi-eivilizedsutierers, liearingmoek- 
ly the desiioilment of their flocks and 
lands, they have 
slowly disappeared 


from the face ofthe earth, and the tide 
ot Immigration is now flowing over 
the last spot of land 
they 
could 
call 


their own. 
The expulsion of the 
Te- 


meculas gave 
serious 
apprehensions 


of an Indian war, and while tlie 
peo- 


ple were listening for the first 
din of 


the conflict their chieftain Oi.egakia 
appears in Log Angojes with a part of 
his tribe to engage iv their Autumn 
avocation ofgathering the grape crop. 
The patience of these 
natives appeals 


strongly to the justice of the 
nation. 


It willbe a blot upon 
American 
his- 


tory that time will not 
efface 
if the 


next Congress 
neglects to protect 
and 


shelter these Indians. 
Peaceful 
and 


industrious as they are, they are 
una- 


ble to meet the competition 
of civil- 


ized life. 
To neglect them or simply 


make them citizens aud 
capable 
of 


pre-empting and holding 
the 
public 


domain, is to -scatter 
them 
over 
tlie 


country, expose them to 
the trickery 


ofwhite men, and 
hasten 
their 
de- 


struction. 
It is the plain duty of the 


government to collect 
them 
upon 
a 


reservation of good land 
so that 
the 


beneficial influence of their tribal and

force was sent to the monastery antl 
one of the priests was captured. 
The 


other succeeded 
in escaping 
to tlie 


mountains. 
The priest who was taken 


had Ids hantlsantl feet cut oil'while he 
was alive, and after being allowed to 
suffer the horrible tortures consequent 
on mutilation 
for some time, he was 


impaled on a sharp stake and left as a 
warning 
to all others. 
A troop was 


sent to the hillside forest in pursuit of 
the second priest, but lie was not found 
until a day or two after, when hunger 
forced him to stray into a neighboring 
village. 
There he was recognized, 
de- 


nounced 
by some 
Bosnian 
Mussul- 


mans, and at once atleatad, 
A guard 


was sent for and the unfortunate priest 
was 
brought 
into Berbir, half dead 


with wounds and with a huge iron col- 
lar around his neck.

given food.
